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COACHING STAFF 


HAL D, MITCHELL (UCLA '53) 

Hal Dwane Mitchell, freshman coach during the 
1959-60 season, has been elevated to the post of 
head football coach for the Cougars, replacing Tally 
Stevens. At age 30 Mitchell becomes the youngest 
varsity coach in BYU history, but one who seems 
destined to shape a new football era for Brigham 
Young University. 

A native of Los Ange- 
les, Mitchell has crammed 
a valuable amount of 
playing and coaching ex- 
perience into his football 
career, He captained his 
high school, college and 
service teams as a player, 
and has reaped his share 
of success uw. a coach, 
too. 

‘After graduation from 
high school, Mitchell 
joined the football forces 
at UCLA, playing regular 
A tackle three years under 
the late Red Sanders, Hal captained the Bruin squad 
in 1951 and was chosen first string tackle on the 
All-PCC selections. 

As an all-star he participated in East-West Shrine 
game, the Hula Bowl, and the College All-Star game 
in Chicago, He was tutored under such coaches as 
Bud Wilkinson of Oklahoma, Bobby Dodd of Georgia 
Tech, Frank Broyles of Arkansas, and Jim Lee Howell 
of the New York Giants. 

Drafted by the Giants, Mitchell spent the better 
part of two seasons as a regular tackle. Howell stated 
that Mitchell was the most conscientious and dedicat- 
ed player on the team. 

As a commissioned officer in the Army, Hal was 
assigned to Fort Lee, Virginia, He captained the post 
team his first year there, then served as player-coach 
during the second season. In 1954 he was named the 
most valuable player in Army football, 

Coach Mitchell began his coaching career at Mira 
Costa High School in Southern California, where he 
was line coach, He was named head coach at Hart 
High School in Newhall, and his team at Hart had 
an ||-| record. 

Hal came to BYU in 1959 as freshman coach, In 
two seasons his teams ran up a 7-| record, including 
an undefeated season in 1960. 

He is married to the former Patricia Ann Arm- 
strong, also a native of Los Angeles, and they have 
five children; three boys and two girls.

CHRIS APOSTOL (Utah State '50) 


Chris Apostol came to BYU in 1959 as an assistant 
coach to Tally Stevens, He was formerly head coach 
at Ogden High School, where his team won |1 
straight victories in taking the Utah Class “A” foot- 
ball championship in 1958. 

A native of Bingham, Utah, Chris was an all- 
around athlete and studentbody president at Bingham 
before enrolling at Utah State in 1946. He was a 
member of the Aggie varsity line for three years, then 
Le the Ogden H.S. staff in 1950. He was named 

ead coach in 1953. His prep record was 44 wins, 
13 losses, two ties. 


CARL ROLLINS (Wyoming '49) 


Another assistant coach familiar with the single 
wing is Carl Rollins, who also joined the staff in 1959. 
Rollins came to BYU. from Sheridan High School in 
Wyoming, where his teams won several football and 
basketball state championships. 

Born in Lyman, Wyoming, Carl attended the Uni- 
versity of Wyoming, where he captained the Cowboys’ 
first championship football team in 1949. He obtained 
his M.A, degree in educational administration at Wy- 
oming in 1950. 

Rollins advanced from private to captain during 
service with the Army in World War ll, and he is 
credited with organizing Wyoming's Coaches’ As- 
sociation, 


EARL LINDLEY (Utah State '54) 


Earl came to BYU last spring from Idaho Falls High 
School in Idaho, where he served as head football 
coach. A native of Wellsville, Utah, he was an all- 
state. end at South Cache H. S. before enrolling at 
Utah State. 

He proved to be one of the Aggie football greats, 
winning honors as end and halfback before graduating

He was captain of the 
team in 1959. 


CLINT WHITFIELD (UCLA '59) 


Newest addition to the athletic staff is Clint 
Whitfield, who will serve as BYU wrestling coach 
and will also assist with football. 

A native of Loma Linda, California, Clint attended 
Los Angeles H. S. and was the first string guard at 
UCLA for three seasons under Red Sanders. Clint won 
All-PCC honors in football, represented UCLA as 
heavy-weight wrestler, and captained the Bruin grap- 
plers in 1958. 

He is working toward a master's degree. He coach- 
ed at Oxford H. S, in California prior to his appoint- 
ment to BYU. 


GLEN TUCKETT (Utah 53) 


Coaching the freshman football team this fall is 
Glen Tuckett, a relatively new member of the staff 
who came to BYU two years ago. Glen is the Y's suc- 
cessful baseball coach, but doubles in football in the 
fall. 

A graduate of the University of Utah and veteran 
professional baseball player, Tuckett played with the 
Salt Lake Bees and teams in the Western International 
League. 

He coached six years at West High School in Salt 
Lake City prior to coming to BYU. He is a native of 
Murray, Utah. 


ROD KIMBALL, TRAINER 


Rod Kimball has served all but one of the last 23 

ears as team trainer. As veteran member of the staff,

A native of Jordan, Utah, Rod was an outstanding 
athlete and student leader. He won letters in two 
sports at Utah State and BYU. He has traveled count- 
less miles with the Cougars since joining the team in 
1937. 
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OFFENSE 


When the curtains part on the ‘61 season this fall, 
fans will note something old, yet something new, on 
the stage at BYU, After an absence of 20 years, the 
single wing, an aged trouper on the football scene, 
returns to campus. 

Thus the Cougars become one of the few major 
schools in the country using this offense, The Pumas 
will employ a Tennessee-type offense similar to that 
used by UCLA and lowa State. 

Although the formation basically will be single 
sith Haorentl becttinrsarme: Ge ueiters ines cee 
seeing in action; a fact proved In the spring game. 

Blocking principles are established so that the team 
can direct a concentration of blocking power at any 
defensive area or at any defensive man, The objective 
is to breach a gap in the defensive line and send 
blockers into the secondary ahead of the ball carrier 
or sweep outside the defensive line, but still with 
blockers preceding the ball carrier. 

Says Mitchell: "Rather than hiding the ball, we 
want the defense to see it, as it does in the belly 
series. We'll use the ball to move the defense.” 

Coach Mitchell and his staff believe the balanced 
line single wing is the most powerful, yet one of the 
most deceptive and versatile, offenses ever developed 
in football, It not only features a very strong running 
and passing attack, but is aligned to exploit the quick- 
kick to its greatest potential, 

Plays unfolding from the new formation include the 
wingback reverse, the power off-tackle, the fullback 
spinner, the quick-kick, and the running pass. The staff 
hopes to have a diversified attack, one with strong 
spectator appeal. 

Though the normal backfield set will favor one 
side, blocking strength can be quickly diverted back 
to the opposite side with the snap of the ball,

SINGLE WING WITH A PRAYER 

The era of the New Frontier finds BYU starting 
from scratch, BYU will approach the task with a new 
coaching staff, a new offense, and as a young and in- 
experienced a team as the Cougars have had in re- 
cent years. 

Unless new head coach Hal Mitchell his staff and 
He ers can serve up a few surprises, the Cougars will 
rnd themselves in the familiar position of second 
division also-ran. 

Viewed realistically, there are just too many fac- 
tors working against BYU this season. 

For one thing, the number of returning lettermen 
—20—is deceiving, Of the score who can claim letter- 
man status, only two were regulars on the 1960 squad. 
Both of these men were sophomores on a team that 
ended the season with a 3-8 record, 

At last count there were seven seniors on the ros- 
ter, Only one, or possibly two, figure as starters on 
the first unit, Coach Mitchell has said that as many 
as five sophomores are likely to be in the lineup for 
the start of the coming season. 

Fortunately for all concerned, the sophomores and 
juniors are not strangers to Mitchell, As freshman 
mentor he guided the juniors to a 3-| record, the 
sophomores to a 4-0 record, Certainly this is one fac- 
tor in his favor. 

lf, however, this mixture of newness and inex- 
perience happens to age, BYU might make its pres- 
ence felt in the Skyline race this fall. But this is asking 
too_much, 

There are a number of promising candidates in the 
tailback spot. Heading the list is Eldon Fortie, a |58- 
ound speedster who could be one of the league's 
Dat all-around backs this season, Fortie could be the 
key back in the new offense, Behind Fortie are such 
anxious candidates as sephombre Doran Meniisyi a 
sophomore powerhouse; Bill Wright, a veteran half- 
back last season; and two more untried sophomores. 

Bruce Samples, who led the nation in kickoff 
returns last fall, will be a strong candidate at wingback 
along with senior Paul Allen, The fullback spot could 
be helped by mission-returnee Gary Beckstead, and 
Dick Darling seems to have the edge at blocking back. 

The line could materialize, but remains thin in one 
or two spots. The center position looks strong enough 
with veteran Steve Dangerfield, regular Mike Brady 
and reserve Dan Taylor, The tackles should hold up 
with the likes of Kent Horne, 265-pounder, and Ron 
Nielson. Wayland Shepard, Mike Conrad and Bruce 
Kochevar have all the playing experience at guard. 
Both Don Peterson and Gene Frantz posted lots of 
laying time at end last year, but the reserves remain 
Bright green.

LOCATION 


Erishar, Young. University, which its isceteds on 
500 acres in the northeast section of Provo, is in the 
heart of Utah Valley. Provo is the third largest city 
in Utah, When joined with Orem (the city to the 
immediate north), it is classified by the federal gov- 
ernment as a ‘standard metropolitan statistical area." 
That is, it has a twin city apaeten of at least 50,000, 
Latesh figuias released bythe. government list the 
population of Provo-Orem area as 106,777 persons, 
more than half of whom reside within the central 
cities. Utah Valley is bordered on the west by Utah 
Lake, on the north by |4,000-foot Mt. Timpanogos, 
and the east by the Wasatch Mountain Range. Pop- 
ulation within the Valley is over | 15,000, 


TRAVEL 


Provo is 45 miles south of Salt Lake City, the state 
capitol, which has @ population of 250,000, When 
new freeways now Nodes construction are completed, 
the commuting time between Provo and Salt Lake 
City will be cut to about 50 minutes, Ogden, the 
second largest city in Utah, is 35 miles north of Salt 
Lake City. In road miles Provo is 680 miles from Cor- 
vallis; 560 miles from Albuquerque; 760 from Tucson; 
630 from Tempe; 465 from Denver; 700 from San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles; and 400 from Boise (all ap- 
proximate figures}. Three air lines service the proximity 
of Provo, plus two bus lines and two railroads.

BYU is staffed with over 500 faculty members who 
have obtained degrees from universities located in 35 
states and seven foreign countries.

Total daytime enrollment for 1959-60 was | 1,842;

Utah 
County also leads in Grade A milk production, “The 
largest industry in the county, however, is U.S. Steel's 
Columbia-Geneva Steel Division, which is located on 
a |502-acre site near Utah Lake.

FOUNDING 

BYU was founded by Brigham Young as an acad- 
emy in October |6, 1875 under the leadership of 
Karl G. Maeser. In 1903 the school became a uni- 
versity. It is owned and operated by the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints (commonly called 
Mormon), It is the headquarters of the Church's 
widespread educational system.
